While they were still prac- 
ticing ia u moderate breeze the fleet of 
sail craft off Riverside park was taken 
into tow for the coarse. Thera were 
nearly 100 boats in the fleet, including 
the steam craft. These were all liued 
up to the leeward of the course, with 
instructions to keep out of the way of 
the racing yachts. 


Under the rules of the race there was 


to be no time allowance at the hue. 
Moreover, the judges announced that 
the signal gun of the boats to cross the 
hue would be fired at 11 o'clock sharp. 
Tho racers, therefore, were hoveriug 
near the line long before tho starting 
time, playing for a good position from 
which to make a flying start. 


The wind, what little there was, was 


beginning to die away before the hour 
for starting, and by 11 o'clock there was 
only a faiut bree'ze stirring. Just be- 
fore the time to start Veucedor ap- 
peared to have the advantage of the 
jockeying at the lino, for when the 
starting gnu was fired she drifted over 
the line ahead of the Canadian.

John A. Sterrett, Gustavns G. Lueb- 
bing, Charles T. P. Fcnuel, J. C. Cul- 
bertBon, Albert T. Scott and Samuel W. 
Bowno, partners in trade under the 
firm name and style of Scott & Bowne. 


The petition cites that McJTeal is the 


dairy and food commissioner for the 
state, that Luebbing was a deputy com- 
missioner. Stcrrct was an inspector, 
Dyer was an attorney for the depart- 
ment. Fennell was a chemist for tho de- 
partment and Culbertsou was the editor 
of the Cincinnati Lancet Clinic, while 
Scott & Bowne are engaged in the drug 
business. 


The plaintiff bases his grounds for ac-

cut flowers, instead of only a small 
portion of it, will not settle down 
upon any ono nudeviating twothod 
for preserving thorn, but will rather 
vary it, according to tho different 
Causes which lead to their decay. 


Take, for instance, tho flow«rs of 


t succulent nature like Una iris. Tho 
stems, whon put into water, slough 
»v:ay and soon give forth aa un- 
pleasant odor. There are two reme- 
dies vrhieh ruay be applied in this 
case. Either one should pat a mild 
disinfectant in the water and fre- 
quently change it or cut off thoends 
of the stalks at short intervals. 


A good ]x>iut to ruinemhor in gath- 


ering flowers of the iris family, and 
indeed all succulent plants like tho 
primrose, the snowdrop, the lily and 
tho poppy, is to pick them while still 
in the hud, as they will often suck 
up enough water to quite carry out 
their natural life. 


Another flower whoso stem most 


rapidly decays and corrupts tho wa- 
cr is the mignonette, and it is often 
jest, therefore, to sacrifice it while 
ts head is still freshly green. Helio- 
rope, like mignonette, should al- 
vays be put in water by itself, for 
t not only fades and turns hrown 
apidly, but it will kill almost any 
ower put with it. 
Tho cause of df-cay in hard wood- 


Hi plants like the azalea and camellia 
s that they do not take up enough 
water, not that they have any teiul- 
mcy to pollute it, so that to cut 
heir stalks frequently would bo of 
ittle avail. The hard, brittle wood 
las no power of absorption, but if, 
when putting such flcwers in a vase 
or bowl, you inako sure that the low- 
est leaves attached to tho blossoms 
are under water, the effect is magic- 
al. The tender green of the fresh 
eaf absorbs tho water and acts as a 
londuct.or, in its turn nourishing 
the blossom. Ferns, and especially 
maidenhair, are very short Jived 
when they have to look to tha stem 
alone for nourishment, and the most 
effectual way to preserve them is 


•f> see that the lower part of every 
frond is veil under water. Cut flow- 
ers require as a rule a far larger 
quantity of water than is given 
them, though the capacious bowls 
and vases now in vogue come much 
nearer meeting their wants than the 
slender, elegant forms that continue 
to adorn our cabinets and mantels. 
We must be guided in our expecta- 
tions of tho longevity of a flower,

The aiontgoiflcr Brothers. 


Proceeding on the principle that 


heated air expands and so becomes 
lighter, bulk for balk, than air at 
the ordinary temperature, the broth- 
ers Stephen and Joseph Montgolfler 
filled a paper bag with heated air, 
which roso to tho ceiling of tho 
room. This preliminary success was 
rapidly followed up, and they grad- 
ually increased the siza of the bal- 
loons experimented with until they 
were so satisfied with thoir progress 
that in 1783 they gave a public ex- 
hibition, sending up a linon balloon 
105 feet in circumference, which 
was inflated over afiro supplied with 
small bundles of chopped straw. Tho 
balloon succeeded beyond thoir ut- 
most expectation, and after rising to 
a height of ovor 0,000 feet it de- 
scended ton minutes after in a field 
a mile and a half nwny. Tho next 
balloon carried a car, in which were 
a sheep, a cock and a duck. 


The success of this farther experi- 


ment induced M. Pilatre do Hazier 
and the Marquis d'Arlandcs to risk 
thoir lives by making tho first as- 
cent in tho now and wonderful ma- 
chine. Their balloon, which was -13 
feet in diameter and 75 foot high 
and was inflated Vv-ith hot air, passed 
ovor Paris to tho great astonishment 
of the people, attaining an altitude 
of half a mile. Ballast was then for 
the first timo employed in regulat- 
ing tho nsccirJing power of tho bal- 
loon. This first venture was follow- 
ed by others, and DC Bonier, tho 
first to ascend, was also tho first to 
meet his death in this manner, hav- 
ing been killod, with a companion, 
by the burning of his balloon near 
Boulogne. —Gentleman's Magazine.

INSANE. 


Geora;e A Bobbins Take to Toledo 


Hospital This Morning. 


Oeo. A. Robbing was taken to the 


Toledo insane asylum this morning 
by Deputy Sheriff Dolt Fisher and 
Will Dreece.
